T E L AVIV, Israel (AP) - Israeli 
troops were on a maximum alert today 
against Arab attack as the people of 
the Jewish state voted in the most cru­ 
cial election of the nation’s 25-year 
history. 
Six thousand ballot boxes were set 
up from the Syrian front on the Golan 
Heights to the Israeli enclave on the 
west bank of the Suez Canal. The early 
turnout of voters was reported light. 
The military command reported 
several hursts of small arms fire from 
Egyptian forces along the Suez front as 
the voting began, but a spokesman 
said no Israelis were hit. The Syrian 
front was reported quiet. 
Because of anger over Israel’s 
setbacks during the opening days of 


the October war, a right-wing coalition 
called the Likud 
Unity 
threatened 
the traditional dominance of Premier 
Golda Meir’s socialist Libor party. 


Domestic platform planks were 
forgotten. The only issues were the 
unpreparedness of the government 
and the armed forces for the Arab 
attack, and how much of the Arab 
territory captured in the 1967 war will 
be relinquished at the Geneva peace 
negotiations. 


Mrs. Meir’s Libor party and its 
allies m the Marxist Mapam faction 
have promised to he “ generous” in 
returning occupied territory. Likud 
campaigned on a slogan of “ Keeping 
the Lind of Israel Whole,” indicating it 


would make few territorial con­ 
cessions. 
The Lihontcs say their stand could 
bring peace while the Likud's would 
create more war. The right-wingers 
say return of the occupied territories 
would make Israel vulnerable to at­ 
tack. 
The election finds the Israeli voter 
more dissatisfied with the Liberties 
than at any time since 1948. Because of 
the unpreparedness at the outset of the 
war and the heavy losses in men and 
equipment, many people feel that 75- 
year-old Mrs. Meir and her colleagues 
are too old and their reflexes too slow 
to mount an adequate guard against 
future Arab attacks.

“ It’s going to get a lot worse because 
we’re going to make less gasoline. 
We’re getting down to where we’re 
talking about eight to ten gallons of 
gasoline per week per driver. 
“ We’re still riding off Arab oil, and 
we’ve been drawing on our stocks, but 
we can’t continue to do this sort of 
thing,” the source said. “ No more 
ships are coming and we can’t draw 
down on our stocks any further.” 
His comments came as motorists 
experienced their second consecutive 
holiday weekend of long lines and 
empty pumps. Fewer automobiles 
than usual for a New Year’s weekend 
took to the nation’s highways and there 
were reports in 
Washington 
that 
turnpike traffic nationwide was down 
sharply. 


Meanwhile, Federal energy chief 
William E. Simon said he was con­ 
cerned that fuel might be stockpiled 
“ in excessive and unreasonable 
amounts, which could create local 
shortages

He said his energy office 
was 
checking into the fuel inventory 
practices of refiners, importers, 
wholesalers and users of crude oil or 
refined products.

Israeli Election Today 


TEL AVIV, Israel (AP) — Israeli 
troops were on a maximum alert today 
against Arab attack as the people of 
the Jewish state voted in the most cru­ 
cial election of the nation’s 25-year 
history. 
Six thousand ballot boxes were set 
up from the Syrian front on the Golan 
Heights to the Israeli enclave on the 
west bank of the Suez Canal. The early 
turnout of voters was reported light. 
The m ilitary command reported 
several bursts of small arm s fire from 
Egyptian forces along the Suez front as 
the voting began, but a spokesman 
said no Israelis were hit. The Syrian 
front was reported quiet. 
Because of anger over 
Israel’s 
setbacks during the opening days of 


the October war, a right-wing coalition 
called the Likud — Unity — threatened 
the traditional dominance of Prem ier 
Golda M eir’s socialist I Elixir party.

Police in East Berlin banned the 
traditional fireworks for New Y ear’s 
Eve. E ast German officials further 
dam pened holiday plans by refusing to 
extend visitors’ passes through the 
wall from West to East Berlin beyond 
m idnight. Those who planned to 
rem ain overnight in East Berlin with 
relatives and friends were faced with 
paym ents of up to 20 m arks for the 
extra day’s stay.

New Orleans, crowds began 
gathering over the weekend for what 
has been billed as the world’s largest 
New Y ear’s Eve party

contest in Tulane University’s Sugar 
Bowl betw een N otre D am e and 
Alabama.

He said the gasoline shortage will 
really make itself felt by the last part 
of January and early February. 
“ It’s going to get a lot worse because 
we’re going to make less gasoline. 
We’re getting down to where we’re 
talking about eight to ten gallons of 
gasoline per week per driver. 
“ We’re still riding off Arab oil, and 
we’ve been drawing on our stocks, but 
we can’t continue to do this sort of 
thing,’’ the source said. “ No more 
ships are coming and we can’t draw 
down on our stocks any further.” 
His comments came as motorists 
experienced their second consecutive 
holiday weekend of long lines and 
empty pumps. 
Fewer automobiles 
than usual for a New Year’s weekend 
took to the nation’s highways and there 
were 
reports 
in 
Washington 
that 
turnpike traffic nationwide was down 
sharply. 


Meanwhile, Federal energy chief 
William E. Simon said he was con­ 
cerned that fuel might be stockpiled 
“ in excessive and unreasonable 
amounts, which could create local 
sh o rtag es 
and 
disrupt 
norm al 
distribution . . . ” 
He said 
his energy 
office 
was 
checking into the fuel inventory 
p ra ctices of refin ers, im p o rters, 
wholesalers and users of crude oil or 
refined products.

“spot shortages, city 
shortages, where a city is out of 
gasoline,” he said. 
“ People still don’t believe there’s a 
shortage. They feel its a conspiracy, a 


way to raise prices and so forth. We’re 
trying to tell them that come January 
or February it’s going to be rough and 
th at’s all there is to it unless driving is 
cut back,’’ he said 


Demand for gasoline this weekend 
resulted in the closings of numerous 
gasoline stations that had anticipated 
being open on Monday. 


Before the weekend began service 
station associations and motor clubs 
had predicted that about 75 per cent or 
more of the nation’s gasoline stations 
would be open Monday and would close 
New Y ear's Day 
Tuesday. But high 
demand emptied pumps on Saturday 
at many stations. And new supplies 
would not arrive before Wednesday.

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energy Pinch Changes Ohioans Lifestyles 
T u rn p ik e R e v e n u e s Rise D e s p ite Pinch 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — In the 
summer of 1973, the energy crisis 
meant worrying whether there would 
be a 10-gallon limit at an occasional 
gasoline station while driving on a 
crosscountry pleasure jaunt. 
By the end of the year, it meant 
worrying whether your home could be 
warmed to a liveable level, whether 
you could find gas to get to work and 
whether the job still would be there 
when you arrived. 
In a few short months, the energy 
crisis joined death and taxes as the 
unwelcome but inevitable burdens of 
every man. 
The possible or probable effects of 
the energy crisis are too 
all- 
encompassing to be easily predicted. 
But since its recent arrival, it has 
made clear the changes will include 
not only money and politics, but the 
basic lifestyle of Americans. 
“ The outlook is serious,” said 
Edmund J. Turk, chairman of the 
Public Utilities Commission of Ohio. 
“ There will be different working 
hours and different office hours as the 
seriousness of the crisis makes itself 
known.

“ I think a lot of our lifestyles have 
been changed already,” he said. “ If 
you want to go on an airplane, you 
have to plan on it two or three months 
in advance, which is kind of alien to 
Americans.”

“ WeTl be on this energy diet for 
some time, and even after the energy 
crisis loosens up a little bit, many 
people will stay with that lifestyle,”

Just as real but harder to predict are 
the changes in terms of dollars and 
politics brought about by the crisis. 
I^ower highway speeds and shor­ 
tages of gasoline will hinder the 
construction, and less consumption 
means fewer tax dollars. 
“ The resulting shortage of con­ 
struction and maintenance funds will 
have to be taken into account in 
planning the most effective means of 
moving people and goods,” said Ed­ 
mund L. I,oewe of the Ohio Chamber of 
Commerce. 
The state auditor’s office is telling 
local government to budget the same 
amount of gasoline tax revenue in 1974 
as in 1973. But a spokesman confirmed 
that’s just a guess. 
“ We have nothing to go on,” he said. 
The gasoline tax raised $380 million

Energy Pinch Changes Ohioans' Lifestyles 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — In the 
summer of 1973, the energy crisis 
meant worrying whether there would 
be a 10-gallon limit at an occasional 
gasoline station while driving on a 
crosscountry pleasure jaunt. 
By the end of the year, it meant 
worrying whether your home could be 
warmed to a liveable level, whether 
you could find gas to get to work and 
whether the job still would be there 
when you arrived. 
In a few short months, the energy 
crisis joined death and taxes as the 
unwelcome but inevitable burdens of 
every man. 
The possible or probable effects of 
the energy crisis are too 
all- 
encompassing to be easily predicted. 
But since its recent arrival, it has 
made clear the changes will include 
not only money and politics, but the 
basic lifestyle of Americans. 
“The outlook is serious,” said 
Edmund J. Turk, chairman of the 
Public Utilities Commission of Ohio. 
“There will be different working 
hours and different office hours as the 
seriousness of the crisis makes itself 
known.

arresting a person for traffic 
violations may search him and 
prosecute on evidence found of 
another crime, the Supreme 
Court has made the first sub­ 
stantial change in direction on 
criminal procedures in many 
years.

pected of another crime with­ 
out a search warrant. The court 
opinion, however, made clear it 
was only ruling on arrests 
which themselves were lawful.

charged with crimes flowing 
from evidence found on their

Thus have screamed the pages of 
publications, billboards, matchcovers 
and other media since modem ad­ 
vertising dawned. The advent of radio 
with its real screams and television 
with its towering ability both to 
scream and to be seen screaming 
escalated the war of words. 
Modern education is another handy 
target for any who seek to place the 
fault for the decline and fall of the 
written word. Broadcasting, with its 
emphasis on the informality— and 
thus imprecision—of casual speech, is 
another easy mark. 
All these—and newspapers, too— 
perhaps have some responsibility for 
the deterioriation of meaning that 
makes even strong words today hit 
with the impact of a bb shot on a 
battleship.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Ohioans 
may take vacations closer to home in 
1974 because of the gasoline shortage, 
the director of the state Bureau of 
Travel and Tourism said. 
Joanne McCrea said her office plans 
to take advantage of the situation by 
distributing brochures showing major 
attractions within IOO miles of five 
population centers. 
Mrs. McCrea said the brochures, to 
be available by spring, will focus on 
the metropolitan areas of Cleveland, 
Cincinnati, Columbus, Youngstown 
and Toledo. 
The distance of IOO miles, she said, 
would permit most motorists to make 
round trips on one tank of gasoline. 
The brochures will list Ohio’s 62 
state parks, amusement centers, 
historical sites and museums. 
“ We developed the idea to show 
Ohioans they can take shorter 
vacations and still take advantage of 
all the state’s attractions,” she said. 
Mrs. 
McCrea 
said she hopes 
distribution of the brochures will 
entice more Ohioans to take their 
vacations in the state. 
She said a recent state study 
revealed that 60 per cent take their 
vacations beyond Buckeye borders.

Hurts Ohio Farmers 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Federal 
action to impound 40 per cent of farm 
conservation subsidies will deprive 
Ohio farmers of money to solve 
drainage problems, side waterways 
and bedding furrows, Ohio Agriculture 
Director Gene R. Abercrombie said 
Saturday. 
The national administration is 
“ again bearing down on the basis of 
our food and fiber supply—the far­ 
mer,” he said. Farmers in Ohio were 
asked to boost production by 2.6 
million acres next year, he said, and 
the 40 per cent reduction in subsidies 
will make it difficult.

Speaking Of Your Health

I have a tendency towards sickle cell 
anemia. I play in the backfield on one 
of the best professional football teams 
in America. 
I would like your help in telling black 
children everywhere that they do not 
have to be invalids if they, too, carry 
the trait of this condition. 
Mr. N.K., Calif. 
Dear Mr. K.: 
Your suggestion is excellent. Those 
who carry the trait of sickle cell 
anemia in their blood need the added 
assurance that they need not be 
deprived of participating in rigorous 
sports. 
An interesting study was recently 
released 
in 
the 
Journal 
of 
the 
American Medical Association. 
Five hundred and seventy-nine 
black professional football players 
were examined by Dr. John R. Murphy 
of 
the 
Case 
Western 
Reserve 
University in Cleveland, Ohio. Thirty- 
nine of these were found to have the 
sickle cell trait in their blood. This did 
not interfere with the enormous 
physical demands imposed by this 
sport. 
Sickle cell anemia is predominantly 
a disease of black people. A vast 
amount of information is now being 


accumulated about this condition. 
Both the disease itself and the blood 
trait responsible for it are yielding 
their secrets to the pressure of 
scientific studies. 


What is a bone marrow test? 
Miss G.D., N.J. 


Dear Miss D.: 
The bone marrow contains an in­ 
tricate 
mechanism 
for 
the 
manufacture of millions of healthy red 
blood cells. The bone marrow responds 
with lightning speed whenever there is 
a need for an increase of the white 
blood cells to battle infection. 
A small amount of blood can be 
removed painlessly from the marrow 
of the chest bone in order to study the 
cells for diagnosis. Often this test gives 
more information than does the study 
of blood taken from the vein. 


Is there a positive test for “ mono” ? 
Miss R.T., Ind. 


Dear Miss T.: 
There is no guesswork about this 
condition. The heterophile test is the 
most conclusive way to establish the 
presence or absence of infectious 
mononucleosis.

RESED A, Calif. (AP) - A yellow 
frame house in this I/)s Angeles 
suburb is the headquarters of Sounder 
Corp., one of a growing number of 
small firms in the country set up by 
people who have come up with a 
money-making idea and are running 
with it. 
Recognizing the desire of most 
corporations to become better known, 
Sounder solicits annual and quarterly 
reports and proxy material from com­ 
panies, promising to distribute them 
“ in the financial community.” The 
corporations are billed 60 cents for 
each annual 
report 
and 
proxy 
statement they supply, and 30 cents for 
each quarterly report. 
Some business leaders, noting there 
are roughly 50,000 corporations in the 
country, figuratively whistle when 
they think of the profit Sounder and 
other companies in the field might 
make if their mailing were large 
enough and drew a good response. 
“ If you get 1,000 companies paying 
$25 each, you’re in pretty good shape,” 
observes Alan Ducommun, secretary 
of Ducommun, Inc., in Ix)s Angeles. 
“ Conceivably you could get a lot 
more.” 
The rapidly growing number of 
firms in the field indicates the business 
is profitable. The American Society of 
Corporate Secretaries, a national 
organization of corporation secretar­ 
ies in New York, knows of at least 50 
firms set up for the sole purpose of 
distributing 
corporate 
reports. 
Sounder’s owner says there are at 
least IOO. 
Virtually all the firms were set up in 
the last two years, says John S. Black 
Jr., executive director of the corporate 
secretaries’ organization. 
Ix>cated by The Associated Press, a 
man who identified himself as Howard 
Grace and said he owns Sounder 
pleaded with a reporter not to write a 
story. He said he feared publicity 
would encourage more people to enter 
the field. 
“ A hundred companies do this,” 
Grace said. “ Any story would only 
tend to bring more companies." 
Even Sounder’s own form letters to 
corporations have enlarged the field, 
Grace said. 
“ When we do a mailing for annual 
reports, some companies receive the 
letters and a light bulb goes on in their 
head and they say, ‘Hey, that’s a great 
idea,’ and they send out the same 
letter,’’ Grace said. 
Grace refused to say how long 


Sounder had been in business, how 
many corporations send him their 
reports, from how many he has 
requested reports, or to whom he dis­ 
tributes them.

Product Prices 


MIDDIJ2TOWN, Ohio (AP) - An 
increase of $10 per ton was announced 
by Armco Steel Corp. Friday on non­ 
flat rolled carbon and alloy steel 
products. 
A spokesman said the move was 
necessary to recover from price hikes 
in materials, energy, wag and service 
costs in the past year. The increase 
was effective immediately. 
Armco said the interim steel price 
increases of about five per cent are in 
line with Special Rule 4 adopted Dec.

Farm Outlook Clouded By Uncertainties 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Farmers 
are approaching 1974 with caution 
signals blinking following the best 
season on record, generally, for fat­ 
tening their bankrolls. 
The signals include these pos­ 
sibilities: 
—Fuel shortages could worsen and 
impair crop expansion plans for 1974, 
resulting in further deficits and 
soaring prices for fertilizer and other 
capital goods needed to boost output. 
—In the case of grain, particularly 
wheat, rising world production this 
year could mean lower market prices 
later on. 
—Soaring exports of U.S. farm 
products, coupled with possible cut­ 
backs in 1974 production, could bring 
some kind of curb on overseas sales of 
grain and other commodities. 
Even usually optimistic economists 
in the Agriculture Department confess 
at least some bewilderment about 
farm prospects for the coming year. At 
best, they say, 1974 will not be as good 
as 1973. 
The department’s Outlook and 
Situation Board foresees demand 
continuing to press supplies for most 
farm products in the first half of 1974. 
After that, with sharply increased crop 
output in prospect, it says the outlook 
is less clear. 
On the whole, however, it concludes 
that farm 
income 
for 
the 
year 
probably will be higher than for any 
other year except the past one. 
Farm economists pointed to these 
other basic prospects.

Ohio State University agriculture 
economists have estimated today 1973 
Ohio farm income at $2,154 billion. 
Nine-month figures bear out that 
estimate. At the end of September Ohio 
farm income stood at $1,348 billion 
compared to $1,081 billion for the first 
nine months of 1972. 
Farm income in Ohio last year ended 
up at $1,746 billion, a record. 
But even the prospect of a record 
income didn’t lift from individual Ohio 
farm eis the pressing problem of un­ 
certainty as they faced the planting 
and selection decisions of 1974. 
“ The toughest problem is un­ 
certainty,” said C. William Swank, 
president of the Ohio Farm Bureau 
Federation. 
“ We used to deal with the problem of 
low prices, but the low prices were 
certain. Now we’ve got the total un­ 
certainty as variable as the weather, 
uncertainty as to prices, as to costs, as 
to supplies, as to foreign markets.” 
Swank pointed out that some Ohio 
cattle feeders are selling cattle for 
several cents a pound less than they 
paid for them. “ Many people backed 
off beef as a consuming item,” said 
Swank. “ I think they’ll come back, but 
we’re faced with the situation now.” 
As of Nov. 15, Ohio hogs were selling 
at $41 and cattle at $37.20—a rare 
switch in market value. At the same 
date in 1972, hogs stood at $26.90 and 
cattle at $31.80. 
“ It’s so rare,” said Swank, “ that we 
don’t even think of it.” 
This has been the year of the 
soybean in Ohio. The crop is estimated 
at 92.6 million bushels off 3.56 million 
acres, an average yield of 26 bushels to 
the acre. In 1972, the harvest was 81.27 
million bushels off 3.01 million acres 
for an average yield of 27 bushels to the 
acre. 
In November soybeans sold at $5.18 a 
bushel compared to $3.40 a bushel in 
November, 1972, but even that price 
was down 40 cents from the Oct. 15 
price. 
Only a corn field here and there still 
remains to be harvested and the 
outlook is for a harvest of 47 million 
acres off 3.05 million acres for an aver­ 
age per acre yield of 81 bushels. 
That’s well down from 1972’s 284 
million bushels off 3.09 million acres 
with an average yield of 92 bushels an 
acre. 
Prin cip ally responsible for the 


decrease in acreage appeared to be the 
wet spring which prompted some 
farmers of necessity to seed soybeans 
instead of corn. 
Com at mid-November was selling 
at $2.23 a bushel, up $1 from Novem­

Oats acreage in Ohio shot up from 
367,000 acres in 1972 to 540,000 acres in 
1973, but per acre yield was down 
sharply — from 61 bushels in 1972 to 48 
bushels in 1973. The crop this year ran 
to 25.9 million bushels. 
But, wheat made up about half the 
crop harvested in 1972. Acreage 
shrank from 1.029 million acres in 1972 
to 720,000 acres this year. Yield was 
down to 32 bushels compared to the per 
acre 45 bushels of 1972. The 1973 crop 
was 25.9 million bushels. 
Shrinking numbers of cattle, hogs 
and poultry provide the background 
for rising prices to consumers. Dairy 
cattle in Ohio numbered 413,000 head 
this year compared to 434,000 last 


year. Milk has gone up 40 cents a 
hundredweight since July. 
The state showed an acute shortage 
of egg-laying hens in 1973. In October 
the flock of layers numbered 8.3 
million, down from IO million in 1972. 
The price of eggs began moving up 
sharply in November. 
Hog herds were down about IO per 
cent, from 2.35 million in 1972 to 2.1 
million this year. 
Beef cattle decreased in number this 
year, too, from 391,000 in 1972 to 379,000 
this year. 
“ Farmers used to gamble with the 
weather,’’ said Swank. “ Now they are 
gambling with wide variable price 
decisions. It’s a problem situation. 
“ It could be a pretty good year. I 
look for profitable year for the in­ 
dustry but among individual farmers 
there could be a great disparity.”

The Ohio Bureau of Motor Vehicles 
announced that Ohio will convert to a 
completely 
new 
driver 
license 
issuance system as of Jan, 1. The new 
system will feature a streamlined 
network of specially-equipped deputy 
registrars, who will issue photo 
licenses directly over the counter. 
Since that time, we have received a 
great many mail and telephone 
inquiries concerning details of this now 
program, In an effort to provide the

OHIO’S N EW 
PHOTO

Q . Why is Ohio converting to a photo 
driver license? 
A: The purpose of a driver license is 
to identify its holder as a qualified 
motor 
vehicle operator. 
Driver 
licenses are also used by most citizens 
as proof of their identity for business 
purposes (credit purchases, check 
cashing etc.). The addition of a photo 
to Ohio’s driver license will increase 
its reliability as an 
identification 
document 
and 
correspondingly 
decrease the ability of lawbreakers to 
assume a false identity by using a 
forged or stolen driver license as 
identification. This should benefit law 
enforcement officers, financial 
in­ 
stitutions and retail businesses; and 
protect honest citizens from being 
defrauded 
or 
impersonated 
by 
criminals who hide behind a false 
identity. 
Q: When will the state begin issuing 
photo licenses? 
A: January 2. Any qualified person 
who applies for an Ohio driver or 
chauffeur license on or after that date 
will receive a photo license. Only 
temporary instruction permits will be 
issued without a photo. 
Q: Where will photo licenses be 
available? 
A; Photo licenses will be issued 
through 205 specially-equipped deputy 
registrar 
agencies 
strategically 
located to serve every part of the state. 
For a list of designated photo license 
agencies in your area, write the Ohio 
Bureau of Motor Vehicles, P. O. Box 
1199, Columbus 43216, Attention: 
Accounting Division. 
Q: Why only 205 photo license 
agencies when there are 500 deputy 
registrars currently doing business in 
Ohio? 
A: A two year efficiency study 
showed that the low volume of driver 
license transactions handled by many 
deputies did not justify the expense of 
equipping them to handle photo license 
issuance. In order to provide Ohio 
citizens with convenient, over-the- 
counter photo license service, every 
designated photo license agency must 
be equipped with both an “ instant 
process” camera unit and a computer 
terminal which provides direct access 
to the state’s central record bank in 
Columbus. These cameras and field 
terminals are highly sophisticated 
machines, and each unit installed 
represents a significant investment of 
tax dollars. 
Q: How were the 205 photo license 
agencies selected? 
A: Through the two year study 
mentioned above, BMV officials 
identified those deputy registrar 


agencies which consistently handle a 
high volume of driver license trans­ 
actions, and are centrally located to 
serve a distinct geographic area. Only 
those agencies which met both criteria 
were chosen, except when unique 
geographic barriers or distance 
problems made it necessary to locate a 
photo agency in a particularly remote 
community. Every effort has been 
made to provide efficient, economical 
service while maintaining the highest 
possible level of public convenience. 
Q: What about the agencies not 
chosen to issue photo licenses? Will 
they still issue license plates? 
A: Yes. Every one of Ohio’s 500 
current deputy registrars will remain 
the state’s appointed agent to register 
motor vehicles and 
issue 
license 
plates. Should a deputy resign, every 
effort will be made to appoint a 
replacement at the same location. 
Q. Will there be a photo license 
agency located in every Ohio county? 
A: Yes. In those counties where only 
one photo license agency has been 
appointed, that agency will be located 
at the county seat-where area 
residents frequently do business and 
where they come to pay taxes and 
complete other dealings with state or 
local government. 
Q: I hold a valid paper plastic 
license that won’t expire for some time 
yet. Am I supposed to visit a deputy 
right away to obtain a new photo 
license? 
A; No. If you now hold a valid Ohio 
driver or chauffeur 
license, that 
license will remain valid until its 
scheduled expiration date When your 
present license expires and you visit a 
deputy registrar to have it renewed, 
the deputy will take your picture and 
issue you a photo license. 
Q; Do I have to obtain my photo 
license in my home county? 
A: No. Any specially-equipped photo 
license deputy can issue a photo 
license to any qualified applicant, 
regardless of which county he resides 
in. 
Q: What about a central negative 
file? Is the state going to keep a ‘mug 
shot’ of every licensed driver? 
A: No. Through the instant photo 
process to be used, the only picture of 
each licensee will be on his or her 
license. 
Q; Are driver license fees being 
increased? 
A, No. The fee for a photo license 
will be exactly the same as that now 
being charged for paper and plastic 
licenses: five dollars plus a fifty cent 
service charge. 
Q: How long will photo licenses be 
valid? 
A: They will be valid for four years, 
and will expire on the licensee’s bir­ 
thday. Note: Duplicate licenses, issued 
to replace licenses which have been 
lost or stolen, are only valid until the 
scheduled expiration date 
of 
the 
original license. 
Q: Will renewal licenses be issued 
‘over the counter’ as of Jan. 2? 
A: Yes. When a qualified applicant 
surrenders his expiring license for 
renewal, the deputy will take his 
picture, collect the proper fee, and 
issue a finished photo license on the 
spot. 
Q: What about first and duplicate 
licenses? 
A: Until computer terminals have 
been installed, first and duplicate 
licenses will be produced by the deputy 
on 
the 
spot, 
then 
forwarded 
to 
Columbus for verification before being 
mailed to the applicant. This is the 
same procedure followed for years 
with non-photo licenses. Once the 
terminals are operational, each 
specially-equipped deputy will be able 
to verify applications in his own of­ 
fice and issue first and duplicate 
licenses directly over the counter.

network of specially-equipped deputy 
registrars, who w ill issue photo 
licenses directly over the counter. 
Since that time, we have received a 
great many mail and telephone 
inquiries concerning details of this new 
program. In an effort to provide the 
public with accurate information, this 
‘Factsheet’ has been prepared for 
distribution to law enforcement 
agencies, state and local government 
offices, the news media and other 
private groups and individuals who are 
equipped to help us communicate with 
Ohio’s 6.5 million drivers. 
For your own information, and as a 
public service to those who might 
contact you with inquiries, we urge 
that you retain this bulletin as a 
convenient reference source. Should

Q: Why is Ohio converting to a photo 
driver license? 
A: The purpose of a driver license is 
to identify its holder as a qualified 
motor vehicle operator. 
Driver 
licenses are also used by most citizens 
as proof of their identity for business 
purposes (credit purchases, check 
cashing etc.). The addition of a photo 
to Ohio’s driver license will increase 
its reliability as an 
identification 
document 
and 
correspondingly 
decrease the ability of lawbreakers to 
assume a false identity by using a 
forged or stolen driver license as 
identification. 'This should benefit law 
enforcement officers, 
financial in­ 
stitutions and retail businesses; and 
protect honest citizens from being 
defrauded 
or 
impersonated 
by 
criminals who hide behind a false 
identity. 
Q: When will the state begin issuing 
photo licenses? 
A: January 2. Any qualified person 
who applies for an Ohio driver or 
chauffeur license on or after that date 
will receive a photo license. Only 
temporary instruction permits will be 
issued without a photo. 
Q: Where will photo licenses lie 
available? 
A: Photo licenses will be issued 
through 205 specially-equipped deputy 
registrar 
agencies 
strategically 
located to serve every part of the state. 
For a list of designated photo license 
agencies in your area, write the Ohio 
Bureau of Motor Vehicles, P. O. Box 
1199, Columbus 43216, Attention: 
Accounting Division. 
Q: 
Why only 205 photo license 
agencies when there are 500 deputy 
registrars currently doing business in 
Ohio? 
A: A two year efficiency study 
showed that the low volume of driver 
license transactions handled by many 
deputies did not justify the expense of 
equipping them to handle photo license 
issuance. In order to provide Ohio 
citizens with convenient, over-the- 
counter photo license service, every 
designated photo license agency must 
be equipped with both an "instant 
process” camera unit and a computer 
terminal which provides direct access 
to the state’s central record bank in 
Columbus. These cameras and field 
terminals are highly sophisticated 
machines, and each unit installed 
represents a significant investment of 
tax dollars. 
Q: How were the 205 photo license 
agencies selected? 
A: Through the two year study 
mentioned above, BM V officials 
identified those deputy registrar 


agencies which consistently handle a 
high volume of driver license trans­ 
actions, and are centrally located to 
serve a distinct geographic area. Only 
those agencies which met both criteria 
were chosen, except when unique 
geographic barriers or distance 
problems made it necessary to locate a 
photo agency in a particularly remote 
community. Every effort has been 
made to provide efficient, economical 
service while maintaining the highest 
possible level of public convenience. 
Q: What about the agencies not 
chosen to issue photo licenses? Will 
they still issue license plates? 
A: Yes. Every one of Ohio’s 500 
current deputy registrars will remain 
the state’s appointed agent to register 
motor vehicles and 
issue 
license 
plates. Should a deputy resign, every 
effort will be made to appoint a 
replacement at the same location. 
Q: Will there be a photo license 
agency located in every Ohio county? 
A: Yes. In those counties where only 
one photo license agency has been 
appointed, that agency will be located 
at the county seat—where area 
residents frequently do business and 
where they come to pay taxes and 
complete other dealings with state or 
local government. 
Q: I hold a valid paper—plastic 
license that won’t expire for some time 
yet. Am I supposed to visit a deputy 
right away to obtain a new photo 
license? 
A: No. If you now hold a valid Ohio 
driver or chauffeur license, that 
license will remain valid until its 
scheduled expiration date. When your 
present license expires and you visit a 
deputy registrar to have it renewed, 
the deputy will take your picture and 
issue you a photo license. 
Q: Do I have to obtain my photo 
license in my home county? 
A: No. Any specially-equipped photo 
license deputy can issue a photo 
license to any qualified applicant, 
regardless of which county he resides 
in. 
Q: What about a central negative 
file? Is the state going to keep a mug 
shot’ of every licensed driver? 
A: No. Through the instant photo 
process to be used, the only picture of 
each licensee will be on his or her 
license. 
Q: Are driver license fees being 
increased? 
A: No. 'Hie fee for a photo license 
will be exactly the same as that now 
being charged for paper and plastic 
licenses: five dollars plus a fifty cent 
service charge. 
Q: How long will photo licenses be 
valid? 
A: They will tx* valid for four years, 
and will expire on the licensee’s bir­ 
thday. Note: Duplicate licenses, issued 
to replace licenses which have been 
lost or stolen, are only valid until the 
scheduled expiration date of the 
original license. 
Q: Will renewal licenses be issued 
‘over the counter’ as of Jan. 2? 
A: Yes. When a qualified applicant 
surrenders his expiring license for 
renewal, the deputy will take his 
picture, collect the proper fee, and 
issue a finished photo license on the 
spot. 
Q What about first and duplicate 
licenses? 
A: Until computer terminals have 
been installed, first and duplicate 
licenses will be produced by the deputy 
on 
the 
spot, 
then 
forwarded 
to 
Columbus for verification before being 
mailed to the applicant. This is the 
same procedure followed for years 
with non-photo licenses. Once the 
term inals are operational, each 
specially-equipped deputy will lx‘ able 
to verify applications in his own of­ 
fice and issue first and duplicate 
licenses directly over the counter.

Minimum Wage—Over 500,000 Ohio 
workers not covered by federal law 
will be affected by the state minimum 
wage legislation.

Cognovit Note— This legal in­ 
strument which waives a person’s 
right to be notified of any court action 
against him will no longer be legal in 
consumer transactions. Only two other 
states permit unrestricted use of the 
cognovit note. 
After Jan. 1, a person who enters into 
a consumer loan is guaranteed an 
opportunity to appear in court before a 
judgement may be taken against him. 
Studded Tires—Because of the 
considerable damage they have done 
to our highways, the use of studded 
tires will be prohibited from March 15 
until Nov. 15 of each year. They can be 
used during the winter months of the 
year. 


The use of tire chains is not affected 
by the legislation. In addition, school 
buses and public safety vehicles are 
exempted from the restrictions on 
studded tires. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A bill 
modifying Ohio’s so-called automobile 
“ guest” statute has been added to the 
growing list of energy crisis measure 
to be considered by the legislature next 
month. 
Rep. Robert W. Jaskulski, D-ll 
Garfield Heights, is proposing to tone 
the law down a bit to encourage the 
gas-saving use of car pools by workers 
and students. The measure would be 
aimed at clarifying the rights of car 
pool participants. 
The existing law states a passenger 
in someone else’s car cannot sue the 
driver when an accident occurs unless 
it can be shown that the driver was 
“ grossly negligent,” Jaskulski said. 
Actually, the present law says the 
driver is not responsible for deaths or 
injuries to his passengers “ unless the 
injuries or deaths are caused by the 
willful on wanton misconduct of the 
driver, owner, or person responsible 
for the operation of the vehicle.” 
Jaskulsi’s bill repeals that language 
but retains the right of a passenger to 
bring suit on grounds of negligence. It 
also prohibits use of the guest statute 
as a defense.

A requirement for advance 
deposits by employers for par­ 
ticipation with the state insurance fund 
has been eliminated. 


Age of M ajority—Eighteen-year- 
olds officially become adults on New 
Year’s Day. They will be able to marry 
without consent, own property, sign 
contracts, go into debt, inherit without 
a guardian, sue and be sued, make 
wills and be licensed in professions and 
trades ranging from physicians to 
accountants to real estate brokers to 
bus drivers. 


However, 18-year-olds will not be 
able to purchase hard liquor or become 
a policeman or state patrolman until 
they are 21. 


Minimum Wage—Over 500,000 Ohio 
workers not covered by federal law 
will be affected by the state minimum 
wage legislation. The state minimum 
wage is set at $1.60 per hour, with 
agricultural workers getting $1.30 per 
hour. 


All counties with a population of less 
than 300,000 are not required to meet 
the $1.60 per hour standard until 
January, 1975. Instead, such counties 
must 
pay 
$1.40 
per 
hour 
with 
agricultural workers getting $1.30 per 
hour. Employers with annual gross 
sales of less than $95,000 are exempted 
from the legislation. 
Cognovit Note— This legal in­ 
strument which waives a person’s 
right to be notified of any court action 
against him will no longer be legal in 
consumer transactions. Only two other 
states permit unrestricted use of the 
cognovit note. 
After Jan. I, a person who enters into 
a consumer loan is guaranteed an 
opportunity to appear in court before a 
judgement may be taken against him. 
Studded Tires—Because of the 
considerable damage they have done 
to our highways, the use of studded 
tires will be prohibited from March 15 
until Nov. 15 of each year. They can be 
used during the winter months of the 
year. 


The use of tire chains is not affected 
by the legislation. In addition, school 
buses and public safety vehicles are 
exempted from the restrictions on 
studded tires. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - A bill 
modifying Ohio’s so-called automobile 
“ guest” statute has been added to the 
growing list of energy crisis measure 
to be considered by the legislature next 
month. 
Rep. Robert W. Jaskulski, D-ll 
Garfield Heights, is proposing to tone 
the law down a bit to encourage the 
gas-saving use of car pools by workers 
and students. The measure would be 
aimed at clarifying the rights of car 
pool participants. 
The existing law states a passenger 
in someone else’s car cannot sue the 
driver when an accident occurs unless 
it can be shown that the driver was 
“ grossly negligent,” Jaskulski said. 
Actually, the present law says the 
driver is not responsible for deaths or 
injuries to his passengers “ unless the 
injuries or deaths are caused by the 
willful on wanton misconduct of the 
driver, owner, or person responsible 
for the operation of the vehicle.” 
Jaskulsi's bill repeals that language 
but retains the right of a passenger to 
bring suit on grounds of negligence. It 
also prohibits use of the guest statute 
as a defense.

“ The proposed legislation,” he said, 
“ is to alert Ohioans who plan on 
joining car pools of their rights as 
paying passengers and to clarify the 
liability of car pool drivers,” he said.

John J. Gilligan is expected to 
offer a bill reducing speed limits and 
otherwise conforming state laws with 
federal energy legislation which has 
passed the U.S. Senate and is pending 
in the House.

The 
Agriculture Department has turned 
down a plea by dairy producer groups 
for emergency action this winter to 
beef up milk prices regulated under 
federal marketing orders. 
Dairy producers at a hearing in 
Clayton, Mo,, last August and Sep­ 
tember urged the department 
to 


review the minimum price structure 
provided under market orders and to 
come up with emergency procedures 
aimed at heading off further cutbacks 
in the milk business. 
The department, having completed 
its review, says no such emergency 
action is needed. It will publish the 
final report on its decision next 


Thursday, Jan. 3. 
Officials say the existing method of 
setting prices in federal orders for 
Class I or fluid milk has resulted in 
significant increases and that, also, 
there has been some decline in dairy 
feed prices since last summer. 
Under federal milk marketing or­ 
ders, dealers are required to pay 


farmers a minimum price for Class I 
milk, used for bottling. The minimums 
vary among the order areas but all are 
based on prices farmers get for 
manufacturing-grade milk in Min­ 
nesota and Wisconsin, 
The manufacturing milk goes into 
cheese, butter and powdered milk and 
is priced lower than Class I sold on the 
fluid market. But the “ Minnesota- 
Wisconsin series” of prices, as it is 
called, is computed each month and 
then forms the basis for adjusting 


Class I minimums in the order areas. 
Officials say the increases in Min- 
nesota-Wisconsin 
prices 
have 
amounted to a boost of $1.11 per 
hundredweight for Class I milk since 
last September and that another 15- 
cent increase becomes automatic in 
January. 


To illustrate further, the series 
average in January this year was $5.43 
per hundredweight of manufacturing 
milk. The price was $7.64 in Novem­ 


ber, an 11-month gain of $2.21. 
There is a two-mon th lag in tran s­ 
lating the series average in to th e Class 
I minimum price paid p rod u cers 
in the marketing orders. That mean s, 
for example, the December min imu ms 
are set according to the series average 
for October, which was $7.49 p er h u n ­ 
dredweight. 
The November average of $7.64 will 
go into effect for Class I comp u tation 
in January, hence the 15-cen t in crease 
automatically due next month.

The 
Agriculture Department has turned 
down a plea by dairy producer groups 
for emergency action this winter to 
beef up milk prices regulated under 
federal marketing orders. 
Dairy producers at a hearing in 
Gayton, Mo., last August and Sep­ 
tember urged the department 
to 


review the minimum price structure 
provided under market orders and to 
come up with emergency procedures 
aimed at heading Off further cutbacks 
in the milk business. 
The department, having completed 
its review, says no such emergency 
action is needed. It will publish the 
final report on its decision next 


Thursday, Jan. 3. 
Officials say the existing method of 
setting prices in federal orders for 
Class I or fluid milk has resulted in 
significant increases and that, also, 
there has been some decline in dairy 
feed prices since last summer. 
Under federal milk marketing or­ 
ders, dealers are required to pay 


farmers a minimum price for Class I 
milk, used for bottling. The minimums 
vary among the order areas but all are 
based on prices farmers get for 
manufacturing-grade milk in Min­ 
nesota and Wisconsin. 
The manufacturing milk goes into 
cheese, butter and powdered milk and 
is priced lower than Class I sold on the 
fluid market. But the “ Minnesota- 
Wisconsin series” of prices, as it is 
called, is computed each month and 
then forms the basis for adjusting 


Class I minimums in the order areas. 
Officials say the increases in Min- 
nesota-Wisconsin 
prices 
have 
amounted to a boost of $1.11 per 
hundredweight for Class I milk since 
last September and that another 15- 
cent increase becomes automatic in 
January. 


To illustrate further, the series 
average in January this year was $5.43 
per hundredweight of manufacturing 
milk. The price was $7.64 in Novem­ 


ber, an 11-month gain of $2.21. 
There is a two-month lag in trans­ 
lating the series average into the Class 
I minimum price paid producers 
in the marketing orders. That means, 
for example, the December minimums 
are set according to the series average 
for October, which was $7.49 per hun­ 
dredweight. 
The November average of $7.64 will 
go into effect for Class I computation 
in January, hence the 15-cent increase 
automatically due next month.
